No, 19-Pres./59,— The President is pleased to award the 
President's Police and Fire Services Medal for gallantry to 
the undermentioned officer of the Tripura Police: — 

Name of the Officer and Rank : 

Shri Biiai Singh Negi, Armed Assistant Sub-Inspector of 
Police, Tripura. (Deceased). 

Statement of sendees for which the decoration has been 
awarded . 

On the 7th August, 1958 at 3 a.m. an armed force from 
across the border raided the advance Police Out-Post at 
Lakshmipur, Tripura, under cover of simultaneous firing from 
two directions. The raiders used hand grenades, Stenguns and 
Rifles. 

2. Armed Assistant Sub-Inspector of Police, Shri Rijai Singh 

Negi had just finished his check of No, 1 Sentry when the 
alarm was raised by No, 3 Sentry, and exchange of fire started, 
Finding that an attack was developing from the south east 
comer of the camp, he immediately took position under a 
tree and opened fire with his light machine gun, ap a result 
of which tne rapid advance of the raiders was obstructed to 
a great extent and their leader was mortally wounded, The 
raiders, however, concentrated their fire on Shri Negi and 
lulled him outright, After silencing Ids gun, the raiders were 
able to over-run the camp and killed one Head Constable and 
made the Commandant of the Tripura Armed Police Force 
and two Constables prisoner. The other Officers and personnel 
of the camp were able to withdraw thanks to Shri Negi'* 
boldness and courageous handling of hi* machine gun. If he 
had wished, he could have withdrawn earlier and given cover- 
ing fire from a position of comparative safety, but he chose 
rather to stand his ground in order to protect the other mem- 
bers of the out-post* I 

3. Shri , Negi showed conspicuous gallantry and a sense of 
duty worthy of the highest commendation. 

4. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4 (i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President's Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible to officers of the below the rank of 
Inspector of Police as provided in rule 5.
